Five Counties in Group

NASHVILLE Ark.—A-dispatch from 


Washington, D. C., statcos that the de- 
partment of Agriculture has issued 
an order removing the quarantine 
from the fiVe counties of Arkansas 
which were systemmatically dipped 
last year; This order includes Howard 
county, Clark, Hot Springs, Miller 
and Pike. 


H. B. AWridge, federal inspector in 


charge of the 
program in 
Howard 


county, states that there arc a few 
local pastures in the southern part oE 
the county which will be under a lo- 
cal quarantine for a time et, because 
of re-infestation from outside areas, 
but'the county as a whole wil be free 
to ship cattle to any point without the 
trouble they have heretofore had. 


All that remains now to keep the 


county free is' to protect it against 
cattle from infested territory, and a 
sharp watch wil be'kept oiythe qunr- 
antine line and strict' bnforcemcnt of 
the same quarantine laws vyill be had, 
it being the iritentioh to give violators' 
the full effect of the law when' caught. 


A through inspection has been made 


of the cattle in the counfy 
and 
no 


ticks havd been found for more than a 
year now, and with the splendid coop- 
aration being given by the people of 
the county, it is not believed there 
is any danger of reinfestation. 


With the release of several of the 


Teras and Flordia counties in the same 
order it is announced that 83 per cent 
of the original infested territory has 
been freed of the fever tick by sys- 
tematic erdaication, such as s was car- 
ried out in Howard county. Arkansas 
has only a small infested area left to 
celan, and it is believed this will be 
carried out during the next few year. 


Mr. Aldridge states that the raising 


of the quarantine is perpament for 
the county and there will bu no futh- 
er systematic dipping needed in the 
county. However he has advise cattle 
raisers to dip their cattle a few times 
each year for the general good of the 
stock. This dipping will be volunteer 
and will not be under the supervision 
of dipping forces, Only such herds as 
may be exposed by coming into con- 
tact with cattle from quarantine ter- 
ritory will be subject to systematic 
dipping. 


Mr. Aldridge urges all the people-

Standards for Commissioning Air Re- 


serve officers were changed during 
the last fiscal year, so that civilians 
may qualify by 400 hours flying in 
any class of plane.

"The exposition'' will inaugurate new 


uses of. material, new materials them- 
selves," said Burnham, "as well as the 
different massing effects and relation 
of buildings, one to another, the in- 
spirational/effects of light and color, 
both by day and by night, in a totally 
new and inspiring manner." 


Buildings at once cheap, safe, fire- 


proof, easily salvaged and of unusual 
and striking beauty represent the aim 
of the builders. 


Already several structures are un- 


der way, including the Administra- 
tion building which will soon be oc- 
cupied; the Travel 
and 
Transport 


building; an eact reproduction of Fort 
Dearborn in 1833; and a Mayan tem- 
ple, 
the original of which was built 


by American Indians about 500 A. D. 
and which architects declare equally 
any structure erected during the Gol- 
den Age of Greece. 


In all of these buildings the most 


advanced methods of illumination will 
be employed," said Burnham .writing 
in Chicago Commerce. "The night 
time as well as the day time effect 
on visitors will be one of constantly 
changing pattern and color." 


Rooms in buildings will probably be 


illuminated by invisible rays of light 
and the buildings themselves will con- 
stantly change in pattern and color. 
Present day experiments promise that 
invisible rays, emanating from screen- 
ed vapor blubs, can be utilized to ac- 
tivate luminescent substances painted 


on the walls and so produce light in 
r. room which has no visible source of 
illumination.
